THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


One of the predictions that was made at the 
time this town voted its new Zoning Laws, last 
fall, was that there would be less work for the! 
Board of Appeals. With stricter laws, it was 
pointed out, there would he less chance of var- 
iances having to be made, because there was to 
be no room for variances. 

Yet the Board of Appeals has never been busier 
Tonight they are to hear four appeals. Next) 
week they are to hear three more. Practically 
every week sees this board sitting in judgement 
on appeals. 

Instead of having less work, 
more. 

It can be noted though, that a higher percent— 
age of appeals has been refused under the new 
Zoning Laws. 

The Board of Appeals, as has been pointed out 
before in this column, is a quasi-judicial 
board, composed of people who serve without pay 
As such they have a fairly strong position, for 
the Courts always hesitate to overrule a Board 
of Appeals, on the theory that the local boards 
have by far the best understanding of a given 
situation. 

The one law that makes a Board of Appeals a 
creature unto itself is the statute that any 
variance, if granted, must be by unanimous ac— 
tion. This means that if any one of the three 
men who sit in judgement says "No" the answer 
is No. He has outvoted two men who might want 
to say "Yes". 

Wilmington's Board is composed of three men 
who are appointed regular members of the Board, 
and two others who are Associate Members, mak- 
ing 4 total of five. Any three can sit in jud- 
gement of any case, but ordinarily, a man whc 
may happen to live in the neighborhood involved 
Or may be a relative to me of the people in- 
volved will try to get himself excused - which 


the board has 


is as it should be, of course. 

The Chairman of the Board, Mr Howard Woolaver, 
may be described as the "stramgest" member of 
the Board.: He has served the longest time, and 
was for a long time the Board Secretary. His re 
action is very easy to predict, in almost any 
case, and that is "Prove Your Need". 


The Board of Appeals is supposed to grant an 
appeal only if it can be shown that a hardship 
is involved, to the land in question. Personal 
reasons do not count, according to the law, but 
if it can be proven that the land cannot be 
used, if the appeal is not granted, the Board

WILMINGTON SQUARE 

Wilmington Square, sometimes miscalled Wilmington Cen- 
ter, is one of those accicents of growth which has been 
a curse on the commity for many years 

It is one of those things that can be blamed on noone, 
ané actually is the result of good planning one hnn- 
dred and twenty ode years ago by a man named Patrick 
Jackson. 

Mr Jackson was one of the owners of some mills in 
lowell, one of the owners of the Middlesex Canal, and 
the guiding genius of the Boston & Lowell railroad. He 
abhorred accidents, probably because they resul ted in 
lawsuits, and was determined that there should be no 


| grade crossings, on the new railroad, so that there 


could be no grade-crossihg accidents. The new Boston 
& Lowell railroad, as a result had only two grade cross— 
ings for its entire length, one in what is now in West 
Medford and the other in what is now Winchester. The 
Winchester crossing is being eliminated, at a cost of 
$6,000, (00. 

Actunlly, the railroad was not planned to go through 
what is now Wilmngton Square, but through the actual 
center of town - where the Common and the High School 
now are. Wilmington farmers thought they could get more 
money for their land than Mr Jackson was willing to pay, 
so he solved the dispute by transferring his new rail- 
road one half mile west - and the result one huncred 
and twenty years later is a traffic and parking prob- 
lem of no mea proportions. 


Now the Planning Board has engaged William Goodman, 
Assistant Professor of Regional Planning at. Harvard 
University to make a survey of Wilmington Scuare and 
its attendant problems. Bill Goodman's work is already 
in evidence in Wilmington, for it was he who did most of 
the work leading to our new Zoning Laws, zoning laws 
which have been hailed as about the best in the Common — 
wealth.
